Ed Hollers, formerly police 
chief and one of the election conspir­ 
ators who plead guilty and testified 
against Mayor Don Roberts, was shot 
in the leg. 
The hospital refused to 
make any statement of his condition. 
One man was probably fatally wound­ 
ed. 
This was the first election held here 
since Judge Anderson in federal court 
sentenced more than one 
hundred 
Terre Haute politicians to Leaven­ 
worth prison and jail for election 
frauds. 
In a gun fight in precinct B of the 
sixth ward, Ad Rogers was shot twice 
in the right shoulder, once in the 
head and once in the right side. His 
condition is serious. 
This is a “red 
light” precinct. 
Sylvester and John 
S. Jordan, 
brothers, were arrested for shooting 
Rogers. 
A gun was found on John. 
Hollers was a bystander at the polls 
and was bit by a wild bullet. 
The gun play resulted when Rogers 
objected to the activities of the Jor­ 
dans about polls. 
Rogers and Syl­ 
vester Jordan were also defendants 
in the big Terre Haute election con­ 
spiracy trial in Indianapolis and they 
began a feud with a fight in the jail 
there after Rogers had pleaded guilty 
and given testimony that brought a 
six months’ sentence to Jordan.

Wilson won two crushing preliminary 
victories in the house today in his 
controversy with Congress over the 
armed merchantmen question. 
The preliminary test votes left little 
doubt that the house late this after­ 
noon will completely comply with the 
president’s demand to kill the reso­ 
lution of Representative McLemore to 
warn Americans off armed ships. 
On the first record call the house 
sustained the administration 256 to 
160. 
This vote shut off all amend­ 
ments to the McLemore document. 
None of the Indiana Democrats voted 
to permit amending the 
McLemore 
resolution. 
It prevented the house from voting 
on a simple 
substitute 
resolution 
placing the merits of the warning 
question and putting the house on 
record against considering the vital 
issue at this time. 
On the second vote the administra­ 
tion was again sustained 271 to 138 
to adopt the roll bringing the McLe­ 
more resolution up for a final vote 
later on a motion to table it. 
Three 
roil calls tnken amid stirring dramatic, 
scenes followed an oratorical bout 
which thrilled the members and spec­ 
tators. 
They were followed by four 
hours debate leading to the final roll 
call. 
The final vote was scheduled to be­ 
gin about 6 o’clock.

Action of Rules Committee In Getting 


Measure Before

W ashing^11» March 7.—Administra­ 
tion leaders are supremely confident 
that they have the McLemore resolu­ 
tion warning Americans off armed 
ships just where they want it and that

in its speedy death. 
A four-hour debate was agreed upon 
and will be evenly divided between 
the administration forces and those 
opposing the president’s stand. 
The 
action of the committee was consid­ 
ered a preliminary victory for the 
Wilson forces, who have been fighting 
for a week against delays. 
President Wilson made a personal 
appeal to Representatives Bennet and 
Lenroot, Republican members of the 
committee and for an hour pleaded 
with them to drop party lines and as­ 
sist him. 
After leaving the W hite 
House the two members attended the 
committee conference and the action 
was taken getting the m easure upon 
the calendar. 
W. J. Bryan again entered the con­ 
troversy by making his headquarters 
in a hotel almost within the shadow 
of the capltol and conferring at lunch­ 
eon with many congressmen who are 
Tated as Bryan men. 
All of them 
strongly favor w’arning Americans off 
armed ships, which Mr. Bryan advo­ 
cates. or are against preparedness. 
Mr. Bryan insisted the luncheon was 
only a "friendly affair." 
The rule, while drastic, is more 
liberal than that first contemplated. 
Some Democrats wanted a rule that 
would cut off debate altogether. 
The 
Republicans countered with a proposi­ 
tion for four hours which finally was 
agreed to, with provision for forty-five 
minutes on each side to discuss the 
rule. 
There will be three roll calls under 
the present plan—one to cut off dis­ 
cussion of the rule, another on the 
adoption or rejection of the rule and 
the last on the disposition of the Mc- 
Lemore resolution.

400,000 RAILROAD MEN 
VOTE ON WAGE DEMAND 


Nation-Wide Strike May Follow 


Ultimatum. 


Cleveland, O., March 7.—A concert­ 
ed demand upon the railroads of the 
United States for an eight-hour day 
by 400,000 employes in train service 
is assured by the favorable vote being 
polled in the referendum conducted by 
the four railroad employes’ organiza­ 
tions. 
Indicarions are that only a slight 
percentage of the vote is opposed to 
the presentation of the demand. 
W. 
G. Lee, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen, admitted that 
the vote was overwhelmingly in favor 
of the proposal. 
W arren S. Stone, grand chief of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
and President Lee will leave with the 
executive committees of the two or­ 
ganizations for Chicago tonight, car­ 
rying with them more than 200,0001 
ballots. 
The vote will be canvassed1 
and probably will be announced im- j 
mediately. 
The plan of presenting the demand 
for an eight-hour day to the railroad 
executives has not yet been deter­ 
mined, It is probable that the formal 
demand will take the form of an ulti­ 
matum, naming conditions upon which 
the men will remain at work and giv­ 
ing the roads thirty days to answer. 
It has not been decided whether the 
demand will be presented by each sys­ 
tem committee to the operating offi­ 
cers of that system or directly to the 
railroad officials of the eastern, west­ 
ern and southern districts.

San Francisco, March 7.—Fourteen 
thousand Australian recruits in the 
Casula and Liverpool training camps 
in New South W ales struck and ran 
wild in riots in which shops and ho­

Tennessee and Alab ama, settled in 
Terre Hau te in 1818. 
The town then 
had only two cab ins and for sixty 
years thereafter, its name and that 
of Chau neey Rose were inseparab ly 
linked.

and a merchant, he made a small

MINT COINS FOR FRENCH

Think Fulfillment of Order W ould B« 
Breach of Neutrality. 


Uncle Sam is taking no chances on 
a breach of neutrality with belligerent 
nations of the world. 
Rather than 
risk the possibility of being accused of 
shipping contraband he has declined 
to honor Inquiries from Europe for 
work to be done in the Philadelphia 
mint. 
It developed that the French minis­ 
ter of finance recently addressed a 
communication to the United States 
treasury department at W ashington 
asking whether this government could 
m int 
2,000,000 
twenty -five 
centime 
pieces. 
The order was for nickel 
“blanks” that were to have been stam p­ 
ed by dies after reaching France. The 
metal was to be bought in this coun­ 
try on account of the scarcity abroad. 
Iiememl>eriiig General Lafay ette, the 
authorities pondered over the m atter 
and then delivered an ultimatum to the 
effect that the order could not be filled. 
A formal statem ent was issued that 
belligerent nations could not be served 
In this manner. 
Adam Joy ce, superintendent of the 
Philadelphia mint, parent of the three 
United States coinage plants, hinted 
th at the government had probably 
been moved to decline the inquiries on 
the ground that, while the “blanks" 
m ight be intended for coins, as order­ 
ed, there was nothing to prevent their 
being converted into munitions once 
they arrived in Europe. The shipment 
of coins, therefore, might easily be 
construed as a violation of neutrality , 
aside from any question as to the con­ 
traband character of the goods. 
It develops also that the state de­ 
partm ent put its foot down on an in­ 
quiry for mint machinery from the 
Russian 
government. 
This inquiry 
found its way into the Philade4phia 
mint, through which It was to have 
been supplied had the order been ac­ 
cepted. 
With regard to Russia the 
sam e attitude was taken as in the case 
of France. 
While the bars are up against bel­ 
ligerent nations, this government is do­ 
ing much minting work for Central and 
South American countries. 
A big or­ 
der is being rushed to completion for 
Cuba, delivery to be made April 1, and 
other orders are being tilled with South 
American 
governments. 
The latter 
have turned to the United States be­ 
cause they have been cut off by the 
w ar from mints in England.

FIRE TRAPS SIX PRISONERS 


Men 
Were 
Burned to 
Death

Others Seriously Burned . 
El Paso, Tex., March 7.—Six prison ­ 
ers were burn ed to death an d prob­ 
ably others wrere seriously in jured, 
man y fatally, when fire, startin g from 
a larg e tub con tain in g a solution of 
g asolin e an d kerosen e, used to ex ter­ 
min ate g erm-carryin g vermin , ex plod­ 
ed in the city jail here. 
Man y of the victims wrere thoroug h­ 
ly saturated with the solution when 
the flames en veloped them, an d their 
cries of ag on y were heard by a g reat 
crowd w’hich had assembled on the 
outside of the jail. 
Jail officials attributed the orig in of 
the fire to the deliberate act of a 
prison er in throwin g a lig hted match 
In to on e of the con tain ers. Those who 
were rescued w7ere foun d un con scious 
an d terribly burn ed. 
About fifty pris­ 
on ers were taken out un harmed.
